When  viewed  from  an  Internati  una!  standpoint  the  current  harvest 
of  the  SOUTHERN  HEMISPHERE  cent,: rues  to  be  the  center  of  interest  in 
the  present  agricultural  situation.     At  present  the  reductions  in  the 
estimates  received  from  Argentina  are  shmewhat  balanced  by  the  larger 
figures  for  Australia,      The  latest  crop  estimate's  for  ARGENTINA  show 
a  poorer  harvest  than  was  anticipated  in  many  quarters,  the  detailed 
figures  indicating  that  stomas  earlier  in  the  season  had  adversely 
affected  the  crops  in  Buenos  Airs,  Santa,  Fe  and  Cordoba,  their  output 
being  considerably  reduced  as  compared  with  that  of  last  year*  Official 
estimates  of.  production  are  not  yet  definitely  known,  although  forecasts 
and  preliminary  estimates  f rex  unofficial  sources  and  purporting  to 
quote  official  figures  have  recently  placed  the  outturn  of  the  present 
harvest  as  follows:    Wreat  184,000,000  bushels  compared  with  21^,000,000 
last  year;  cats  60,000,000  bushels  compared  with  57,000,000- last  year 
and  linseed  43,000,000  bushels  compared  with  4.1, 000,00.0  last  year, 
From  AUSTRALIA*  reports  of  rainfall  continue,  to  come  to  hand*     The  out- 
turn of  wreat  appears  likely  to  exceed  all  previous  expectations  as- 
the  .production  for  the  Commonwealth- is  now  reported  to  be  147,000.000, 
bushels,  compared  with  475  000,000  last  year,  and  a  five-year  average  of 
110, 000,000  bushels,  .From  the  UNION  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA  recent  reports 
indicate  that  the  agricultural  .situation  in  that  country  is  about 
normal.   _  The  latest  available  estimates  place  the  amount  of  wheat- to 
be  obtained  from  the  current  harvest  a/t  bt  287,000  bushels  compared  with 
6,630,000  last  year-}  barley  1,207.000  bushels  compared  with  1,160:000 
last  year- and  corn  45,812,000  bushels  compared  with  42,966,000  last 
year*.    .  In.  CHILE,  unofficial  sources  -  sta'se  that  the  Lepar tment  of 
Agriculture  estimates  the  production  of  wheat  for  the  season  1020-21 
at  approximately  25-206,000  bus.hsisf  ■ 

In  the  NORTHERN  HEMISPHERE-!   the  agricultural  situation  appears 
to  be  satisfactory.      Speaking  generally ,  winter  conditions  have  on  the 
whole  been  favorable  to  the  cereal  crops,     In  CANADA  there  has  been  no 
change  recently  in  the.  general  situation.       In  PRANCE,  reports  indicate 
that  in  the  -  northern  section  of  the  country  germination  has  been  greatly 
assisted  by  the  resent  spell  of  mild  wet  weather,  and  the  condition  of 
the  young  crops,  especially  that  of  wheat,  appears  to  be  quits  satisfac- 
tory.     Cereal  sowing  is  finished  in  the  west,  and  the  land  is  being 
prepared  for  vetches  and  leas.     Wheat,  rye,  and  oats  are  coming  up 
regularly,  and  have  a  healthy  appearance.  .  In  the  central  and  southern 
sections  of  the  country,  the  young  crops  have  a  fine  strong  appearance, 
the  return  of  fine  weather  in  the  middle  of  January  having  permitted  . 
the  resumption  of  field  work.     No  reports  from  RUSSIA,  have  been  received 
for  some  time,       In  GERMANY,   the  recent  warm  weather  has  had  no  un- 
favorable influence  on  the  young  crops  although  previously  some  fears 
of  damage  were  entertained  owing  to  this  unseasonable  weather*  In 
ITALY  the  returns  indicate  that  a.  satisfactory  area  of  cereals  has  been 
planted,  tut  the  weather  has  been  unsettled  and  not  very  favorable  for 
the  winter  crops.     Continued  rains  during  the  three  months  of  October,

November  and  December  aftar  a  drought  of  five  months  created  vary  -un- 
favorable conditions  for  the  farmers-      Owing  to  the  eicessive  moisture, 
the  farmers  have  not  been  able  to  woric  the  soxl  properly.      The  moisture 
has  also  been  detrimental  to  the  present  lemon  crop,  as  the  fruit  has 
become  so  soft  that  it  is  not,  in.  good  condition  for  lengthy  transporta- 
tion.     From  GREECE*  Very  unfavorable  reports  of  the  crop  situation 
have  been  received.  .According  to  unofficial  sources,  the  sowings  ^f  wheat, 
barley  and  oats  /«ere  30  per  cent  below  those  of  last  year,  and  recently 
the  crops  have  been  damaged  by  excessive  rains.      The  damage^in  Thessaly, 
which  is  the  principal  wheat  district,  is  great,  and  it  is  said  that 
not  even  30  per  cant  of  the  crops  planted  now  remains.      In  SPAIN,  the 
crop  outlook  is  generally  considered  to  be  satisfactory,  there  being 
ample  moislrfcre  in  the  soil  provided  by  falls  of  snow  and  rain.  In 
AUSTRIA,  from  the  time  of  planting  to  the  end  of  December  the  weather 
was  on  the  whole  favorable  to  the  crops.      After  a  period  of  drought  there 
was  sufficient  rainfall  and  enough  snow  to  protect  the  seed  against  frost. 
Nevertheless  a  good  harvest  is  not  expected.     There  was  much  to  be  de- 
sired in  the  preparation  of  the  ground  and  in  the  use  of  fertilizers, 
The  area  planted  in  many  districts  has  fallen  off  on  account  of  the  mili^  ; 
tary. requisitions  of  horses  and  cattle  during  the  war.    Not  enough  draft 
animals  were  left  to  do  the  work  on  the  farms.      Recent  reports  whow 
that  the  production  of  wheat  in  CZECHO-'SLOVAXIA  is  insufficient  to  cover 
home  requirements,  in  consequence  of  which  some  importation  will  be 
necessary.      In  the  UNITED  KINGDOM,  about  the  middle  of  December  there 
was  a  spell  of  frest  and  snow  which  stopped  cultivation  and  cheeked  the 
growth  of  autumn-sown  cereals.    After  the  frost  good  progress  was  made 
with  cultivation  in  most  districts  allhough  rain  retarded  this  work 
somewhat,  especially  in  Wales  and  some  other  western  districts. 
Practically  all  the  land  intended  for  autumn  cereals  has  now;/been  seeded, 
and  generally  a  good  seed-bed  was  obtained.     In  ROUMANIA,  according  to 
the  Statistics  Department  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  the  sowing 
up  to  the  end  of  October  in  the  Old  Kingdom  and  Bessarabia  were  as 
follows:  -  Old  Kingdom:  Wheat  618,000  acres;  rye  20,000  acres  and  rape- 
seed  16,000  acres,    Bessarabia:    Wheat  371,000  acres;  rye  121,000  acres; 
barley  4,000  acres  and  rapeseed  less  than  500.      The  outlook  in  INDIA  is 
not  spoken  of  in  very  favorable  terms.      There  have  been  heavy  rains  in 
the  south,  but  so  far  there  is  no  news  of  any  relief  from  the  drought 
in  the  great  northern  and  central  regions.      According  to  the  second  rice 
forecast  issued  on  December  20,  1920,  the  total  area  of  rice  is  reported 
as  76,075,000  acres  as  against  77,077,000  acres  (the  revised  figure)  at 
this  time  last  year,  showing  a  decrease  of  one  per  cent.      As  compared 
with  the  revised  final  .area  of  last  year  (78, 245,000  acres)  the  present 
estiuiiiate  sho^ffesa  decrease  of  3  per  cent.    Weather  conditions  have  been 
gene rallyf favorable  in  the  important  rice-producing  provinces  of  eastern 
and  southern  India,  and  the  condition  of  the  crop  in  these  parts  xs  re- 
ported to  "tee  good.     In  the  central  and  western  provinces  the  prolonged 
drought  of  September  seriously  affected  the  crop.      According  to  the 
first  forecast  of  winter  oil-seeds,  issued  on  December  30,  1920,  the 
total  estimated  area  under  rape  and  mustard  reported  up  to  date  is 
2,835,000  acres  (excluding) the  mixed  crop  of  the  United  Provinces  for 
which  no  estimate  is  made  at  this  stage).     This  is  13*  per  cant  below 
the  area  estimated  at  this  time  last  year.      As  compared  with  the  final 
estimate  of  last  year  (excluding  the  mixed  crop  of  the  United  Provinces) 
the  present  estimate  shows  a  decrease  of  21  per  cant.      The  total  estim- 
ated area  under  linseed  so  far  reported  is  1,755,000  acres  (excluding 
the  mixed  crop  of  the  United  Provinces  for  which  notestimate  is  at  present 
available).       This  is  23  per  cent  below  the  area  estimated  at  this  time 
last  year.     As  compared  with  the  final  estimate  of  last  year  (excluding 
the  mixed  crop  of  the  United  Provinces)  the  present  estimate  shows  a 
decrease  of  31  per  cent* 

In  &01TH  AFRICA,  Sine  weather  followed  the  heavy  rains  which  fell 
in  ALGERIA  during  December  and  the  crop  outlook  is  not  considered  unfav- 
orable,     Speaking  generally,  the  growers,  of  whom  the  majority  were  able 
to  effect  their  sowings  in  good  time  are  satisfied  with  the  situation, 
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In  TUNIS  the  Shortage"  of  seeds  has  prevented  full  acreage  "being  sown. 
In  MOROCCO  the  cereal  position  is- regarded  as  satisfactory,     From  "EGYPT 
reports  continue  to  comf irm  ouE  earlier  statement  that  the  cotton  acre- 
age  for  1931  will  be  reduced  to  one-third  that  sf .  1980.  '    The  sowing  of 
wheat,  barley,  and  beans  is  taking  place  actively  and  the  crops  are 
'looking  well*     Corn  is  promising  well  with  an  average  yield.  Lentils 
are  in  good  condition  and  germinating  satisfactorily,     The  rice  crop 
is  also  promising  well-  the  yield:  beirg  slightly  above  the  average,
